Mrs Merle Mathieson was the vic¬ 
tim of what might easily have proved 
a fatal mishap. A can of gasoline 
standing near the kitchen stove in 
some manner, not known, became ig¬ 
nited. Mrs Mathieson promptly car¬ 
ried the burning can outside, and in 
so doing her clothes became ignited. 
She received serious burns from her 
waist downward and on her shoulder. 
But for her prompt action the house 
would have been a total loss. 

After receiving attention Mrs Mat¬ 
hieson was taken to the home of her 
mother, Mrs Pierce, who is nursing 
her. 


Even the most ardent plowman in 
the contention might have been for¬ 
given for thinking that taking part 
in a plowing match was alright, but 
to sit and listen to a Professor talk¬ 
ing about it wasn’t tlje same thing at 
all. As for the rest \of us we quite 
openly decided that we?d have to grin 
and bear its dulness. But scarcely 
had the youthful professor got away 
to a good start than we sat up and 
took notice, for if he wasn't making 
his ‘cut and dried’ subject as excit¬ 
ing as a witnessing the real thing, 
and before he got through even the 
ladies were plawing match fans. 

Perhaps the secret of it all was that 
he himself is an enthusiast for good 
plowing and enthussiasm is catching. 
For he has himself held the handles 
and ridden the plow to victory on 
many a keenly contested field, and 
the thrill of the contest could be felt 
right through his adress—The pro¬ 
fessor in him was entirely swamped 
by the real workday knowledge of the 
personality behind it, that of a man 
who has done well whatsoever his 
hand found to do, and enjoyed the 
doing of it . 

As lie put it wheather oedciing down 
the horses for the night or drawing a 
straight furrow the man that won out 
was the man who put his best work 
into the task. Incidentally we found 
that the first man he worked for when 
he came to Alberta was our well- 
known exhibitor in the Bdgerton dis¬ 
trict, Mr. Dunlop, of whom he still 
speaks wit}-, a warm regard. 

He began his address with the quo¬ 
tation that ‘Civilization begins and 
ends with the plow,” then went on to 
tell of plows and plowmen past and 
present whose skill at holaing the 
handles had made a plowing match 
more exciting than a baseball, or rug¬ 
by game, and had elevated the pros¬ 
iness of plowing to a fine art. The 
men who had taken so much pride in 
drawing a straight furrow, making a 
scientific break, and turning a good 
looking end rig that weariness was 
unknown to them. He spoke of the 
plowing match scenes in Hall Caines’ 
novel The Deemster, and S. K. 
Crockett’s Strong Mac with extracts 
from the latter. 

He visualised the scene,—The three 
judges walking importantly around in 
the ‘soft droopy mist’ pride in their 
port,—a flush on their cheeks. 

'The half of which was pride o’ place, 

The other half was—malt’.! 
the competition grond known as the 
Benty Rigs where the Holm burn

Ewan was in a fair way to carry off 
the cup frae Lowran that it had held 
for 2 Oyears. Besides the fact that

Parliament has been dealing with 
the all-important subject of railway 
rates, which affects in a very serious 
manner the agricultural industry in 
all parts of Canada. To the west, this 
matter is of special Importance, inasr- 
much as Parliament has been asked 
to pass upon the question of contin¬ 
uing the suspension of the Crows Nest 
Pass agreement, through which sus¬ 
pension the huge increases in rates 
during the last three years have ben 
made possible.

As is well known, the Crows Nest 
Pass agreement was concluded be¬ 
tween the C.P.R. and the Dominion 
Government in 1897, and in return for 
cash subsidies amounting to $4,000,- 
000, the company agreed to gTant 
certain reductions in the freight rates 
on grain and flour moving eastward 
from points on the prairies to the 
head of the Lakes, and to grant cer¬ 
tain reductions ranging from 10 to 23 
per cent on a. number of commodities 
shipped westward from points east of 
Port Arthur.

Measures Act that the very high rate 
increases of 1920 were made >possible. 
But unless the agreement is further 
suspended after July 7th, when it 
naturally terminates, the rates will 
return to their pre-war basis, that is 
on a very large number of commod¬ 
ities.

The Government through negotia- 
tinons with the railways endeavoured 
to effect a compromise on the basis 
of important reduction in the rates on 
basic commodities, but to this the 
railways would not agree until the 
question as to what would be done 
with the Crows Nest Pass agreement 
was settled. They contend that its 
serious reduction in their earnings.

inches. Ample moisture for three 
w.eks is now in the ground.

Dear Sir: — 

I regret that Mr. Max Campbell 
srould take a wrong meaning of my 
motive in regard to the Canada Wheat 
Board, and accuse me of trying to 
damage Mr. Crerar’s reputation. This 
accusation is founded purely on im¬ 
agination .' 

In regard to the wheat board and 
wheat pool schemes, I make no secret 
of the fact that I objected to signing 
a five year contract when the farm¬ 
ers wheat pool was under discussion 
in 1920 and stated freely that it had 
to be a voluntary pool or nothing. I 
still hold that opinion. I didn’t join 
the crowd and shout for the re-in¬ 
statement of the old compulsory 
Wheat Board. 

When you talk of voluntary co-op¬ 
erative schemes, I have no objection. 
In fact I would like to see it come to 
pass. A voluntary pool gives the in¬ 
dividual the right to join the pool or 
not. It gives him the right to sell a 
portion of his grain or all of it, in 
the fall, if he badly needs the money, 
and it gives himj the right to entrust 
all his grain, or a portion of it to a 
board composed of honest capable 
men. whose duty would be to give 
the consignor a cash advance on the 
grain consigned, then sell it, to the 
best advantage and give everyone 
consigning grain an equal or pooled 
price at the end of the season. This 
arrangement is not a radical depart¬ 
ure from the present marketing sys¬ 
tem, in fact it is near enough I believe 
to get the co-operation of the bank /(> , 
who by the way figure in strongly on 
wheat marketing.

plowmen should not compete against 
amateurs. There should be a class 
for both. (5) A carefully prepared list 
of rules which should be explained to 
each competitor.

The professor here produced a dia¬ 
gram of a field staked out for plowing 
and showing just h°w much each man 
would have to do to cover the ground 
between himself and the next com¬ 
petitor to avoid the zebra effect. 
He stated that the Department of Ag¬ 
riculture would give a grant to plow¬ 
ing matches on the same basis as fairs 
up to the sum of J200.00.

Gardening Hints At 
Ribstone W.I. Mtg

Mrs. R. Morrison—For early cu¬ 
cumbers make hills of well-roted 
minure. then place a crock in centre 
of hill, bank soil firmly around it, lift 
out crock and plant seed in hole left, 
this can be done real early, keep well 
watered, and cover top of hole nights 
until,, danger of,frost is oyer. The 
soil may’-then be raked down "to allow 
the cucumbers a chance to run. 

Mrs. J. Russel—For best results 
plant seeds on level ground in prefer¬ 
ence to drills, as it does not dry out 
as quickly, and have your garden 
plowed in fall. 

Mrs. Etson—Draw a chain along 
the line to make your rows, drop in 
seed, cover with hoe. and pack firmly 

Mrs. Heasman—After making the 
mark to drop your seed in, water soil 
well, drop your seed in on the wet 
drill, cover and pack well. 

Mrs. McCrea—When your tomatoes 
are well formed strip all the leaves 
off your vines, and the strength will 
go to the fruit and the tomatoes will 
ripen early.

Likes a sunny exposure and a light 
warm soil. 

CANDY TUFT of which there is 
many varieties, Iberis and Empress, 
which are the best producing large 
spikes of beautiful flowers, suitable 
for borders or for masses. Any good 
garden soil well worked and enriched 
with rotted manure is suitable. TJSjn 
out plants to 8 inches apart. 

DOUBLE ZINNDjf! An annual IjOf 
strong robust habit, ”the flowers a(fe 
large, distinct bright colors, of fhje 
form and continue t<f bloom until <fe- 
stroyed by frost.

CALLLIOPSIS.—An annual of 
graceful habit producing an abund¬ 
ance of flowers of many colors, very 
suitable for cutting for house decor¬ 
ations, of easy culture in almost any 
situation.
